Fy>r  the  first 
thirty  minuter  the  patient  lies  on 
hl.s  back.  ,strefrhe<i  xell  out,  a  pillow 
under  lower  back  and  the  knees, 
but  not  under  the  head.  For  the 
•eeond  thirty  minutes  he  turns  face 
down,  supported  by  a  pillow  placed 
cro,s.swlse  under  his  abdomen. 

In  regard  to  exerciae,  arthrltics 
muat  not  allow  jolnta  to  ramaln  in 
a  bent  position  No  matter  what 
thr  degree  of  arthritis,  the  piillenl 
can  carry  out  .some  exercise  -lying, 
sundlng,  sitting,  walking— to  move 
his  Joints  and  Higugtliiwi  his 
mascles.
